THE PRESIDENT S PLATFORM. 
It is reported I rom Washington that 
member of the Cabinet, but what’member 
the dispatch does not say, has made the 
statement that a platform cm easily be 
made on which both the President and the 
Republican party can stand. 
The mem­ 
ber of the Cabinet has been interviewed 
on the subject, an! from what he could 
draw from the President, the latter seemed 
Anxious 
to be 
on a 
footing 
with 
the Republicans, 
and 
desired 
to 
be in harmony with the great party. The 
planks in the platform on which Mr. Hayes 
and the party can stand, are given as fol­ 
lows: 
I. Provision for maintaining the volume 
of greenbacks at 93o0.0O0.CkK), no part of 
which shall be retired. 
2 Opposition to all schemes for an in­ 
definite inflation of the currency by abol­ 
ishing national banks, aud issuing green­ 
backs without limit. 
3. The appointment of Republicans only 
to office. 
4. Hostility to the payment ot rebel war 
claims. 
5. Opposition to a reduction of the tariff 
And provision tor the protection of Ameri­ 
can commerce and trade. 
The Minister was confident that the 
President would stand with the Republican 
party. 
But already, there is little or no 
difference between Hayes and the party on 
four of the placks. 
Tne third, regarding 
the appointment of only Republicans to 
office, is one of tho rocks on which 
the 
party 
and 
the 
President 
split. 
Mr. Hayes has gone on the princi­ 
ple that there is no difference between a 
Republican and a Democrat, between a 
Confitderate and a Union soldier, between 
faith and treason, and following out his 
queer ideas of such things, the public pat­ 
ronage has been freely testowtd on South­ 
ern Democrats, and on many ol them who 
Are as mean to-day as they were during the 
war. 
So far as the volume of the greenbacks 
is concerned, there is no room for any dif­ 
ference. On the question of inflation the 
Republican party aud the President are A 
unit. So arc they on the payment of the 
rebel war claims. On the very important 
question of the tariff, It will be difficult to 
bind the party. No party can be a unit on 
that issue. The Democrats, in the East and 
the West are divided. Those in the large 
manufacturing cities in the East, arc in ta- 
vor of a protective, while those in the ex­ 
tensive agricultural districts In the West, arc 
generally opposed to a tariff, except for 


a 
revenue. 
The 
Republicans 
in 
the East are usually on the protective 
side of the tariff question, but there Are 
thousands in tne West who cannot agree 
with their Republican brethren in the 
East. The fact is, the peculiarity of the pro­ 
tective system renders it a question which 
cannot be made a party issue. In the East, 
the idea cf fostering the manufacturing in­ 
terests by a stiff protective tariff, gcneral.y 
prevails.

pursuits 
a 
different 
idea 
is 
entertained by a majority of the people- 
However, there is a greater number of the 
Democratic party that believe in free trade, 
while on the other hand a larger portion of 
the Republican party are strong believers 
In the protective system. But to make the 
question a campaign issue would tend more 
or less to divide each party, and therefore 
politically, it would be impracticable.

ware would never hang another innocent 
man under the same circumstances.

Some time ago, at tbe 
city of New Orleans, he met a young lady, 
a native ot Cuba, who was visiting this 
country with her parents, aDd 
between 
whom and Judge Leonard a warm attach­ 
ment sprang up, which ripened into love. 
A marriage engagement was the result; but 
the parents of the young lady, in conse­ 
quence of her youth, opposed the match, 
and Judge Leonard was not allowed to 6ce 
the object of bis affections except in the 
presence of her parents. 
When the time 
arrived for the departure of the Cuban and 
his family from New Orleans, the young 
lady manifested some reluctance to return 
home again, but an arrangement was fili­ 
ally made by which she and Judge Leon­ 
ard were to bb permitted to hold free and 
unrestricted correspondence through the 
mails. After her departure, Judge Leon­ 
ard wrote her several letters, to which no 
answers were received, which naturally 
annoyed him very much, and gave rise to 
the suspicion that his letters had bien in­ 
tercepted and the young lady prevented 
from communicating with him.

long interval he received a brief letter from 
the lady, which simply stated that she had 
not heard from him since ber return to 
Cuba, and that she could not hear from 
him.

He&s as Food for Sheep. 
I hive made them one of my principal 
crops tor several years, and hod these ad­ 
vantages : Peas are as sure a crop as any 
other, aud one which leaves the ground in 
the best order for wheat. The yield will 
vary with the soil forty bushels being a 
large yield. la preparing the land I aim 
to fail plough aud fit with cultivator in the 
spring ; altnough the best corn I ever rais­ 
ed was on cora stubble, spring ploughed. 
Peas are better Ii drilled but can be sown 
broadcast on the furrow it rolled afterward. 
Peas like a boe dry loam, or sandy soil, ii 
well fitted. I never have threshed peas 
with a machine, as it splits them badly and 
sheep do not relish the straw as well as ii 
threshed with the hail. If the vines are 
very luxuriant, sheep will not eat them 
very closely ; but if cut before all the top 
pods have grown white, sheep will not on 
lf eat but relish the straw exceedingly 
well. It the straw is fed at night sheep 
will eat more than it fed in the morning or 
At noon. 
We have been troubled witn 
bugs which sting the peas while yet soft 
leaving the small eggs, which are hatched 
the worm feeding upon the pea, leaving 
but a thin shell by the following spring 
This is obviated by the early sowing so as 
to have the majority of the pods so hard 
by the time the fly arrives at maturity that 
it is impossible to pierce them. If the sea 
•on be backward, and ibis cannot be done 
very late sowing will secure the same re­ 
sult. blood crops have been raised wheo 
sown as late as the fitteenih or twentieth of 
Hay 
The quantity of seed will depend on 
the soil. If very fine and rich one and 
half bushels to the acre ; on ordinary soil 
two, and on very poor three, or better not 
sow any. 
(tome three or four months ago I made 
inquiry of the Club for a remedy of the 
piles in a valuable breeding sow.

M anufacture o f E dam Cheese- 
The process cl manufacture of the round 
or bullet cheeses, in Holland, so widely 
known as Edam cheeses, is as follows: 
The rennet is put tuio the milk as aoou ab 
it is taken from the cow ; when coagulat­ 
ed, the hand, or a wooden bowl, is passed 
gently two or three times through the curd, 
Which is then allowed t«# stand a few min­ 
utes ; then the bow l or finger is again pass­ 
ed through it, and it is permitted to aland 
some minutes longer. Tne whey is taken 
off with the bowl, while the curd Is put 
into a wooded form of the proper size ani 
shape of the cheese to be made. This form 
is cut out of the the solid wood by a turn­ 
er, and has one hole in the bottom, lf the 
cheese is of the small size, about 
tour 
pounds, it remains in ’his toim about four­ 
teen days. It is turned daily, fclhe upper 
part during this time, being kept sprinkled 
with.about two ounces of purified salt. It 
is then removed Into a second box ot the 
•ame size, with four holes in the bottom, 
andkpul under a press o f about fifty pounds 
weight, where it remains tor several hours. 
It is then taken out, put on a dry, airy 
shell in the cheese apartment, and daily 
turned tor about tour weeks, when Elam 
cheeses are gentrlly fit for market.—Amer­ 
ican Dairyimn.

Sprouted Potatoes, 
Your correspondent inquires it potatoes, 
wi*.> the sprouts broken cfi, will do tor 
seed. 
Tiny will; and the sprouts will be 
renewed, But in producing sprouts, the 
potato is partly exhausted, and plants will 
Dot be so strong aa ii they had never sprout­ 
ed at all; for tho same reason that the plants 
trom small potatoes are not so strong as 
those Rom large ones. lf your correspond­ 
ent will plant alternate rows with tuber* 
that have had the sprouts broken off, and 
with setd that Las been kept cool and not 
sprouted, he will find the latter to yield the 
most potatoes, it he will measure the pro­ 
duct of each, lf he guesses at the amount, 
he will not perceive much difference. The 
best way to manage sprouted potatoes is to 
preserve the *prouts on them. Carry the 
potatoes cartlully into the field just as they 
are, without pulling the mass apart, and 
as carefully take out each potato without 
at all touching the delicate shoot, and plant 
it, either with or without cutting, and cov­ 
er careiully: the crop will be both earlier j 
aud larger.—CV. Country Gentleman.

FARM NOTES. 
There are ten stockmen in Texas who 
Own together 1,200,000 head of cattle. 
Dutch cattle are being introduced lo 
most of the dairy regions of the West. 
The demand for chufas and Jerusalem 
artichokes is uncommonly 
large 
this 
apnng. 
The great bulk of the cotton crop is now 
grown by white labor and upon small 
farms. 
Another* twenty-run Houriog mill is to 
be added to the manufacturing Interests of 
Minneapolis at an early day. A jP J 
Since the creameries sprang up almost 
all the grocer ii s in the city keep coly 
cheese that is made from skim-milk. 
Vermont ta a little slate, but she owns a 
large number of cattle, ber 2W.OOO cows 
alone being valued at $<*,605,200. 
A joint stock association of farmers was 
formed in Watertown, Wis., the other day, 
lo engago in manufacturing cheese. 
The requieite aum, f 12,000, to bring the 
Michigan blate fair to Detroit, has been 
pledged, and the fair will be held in that 
city. 
Mr. A. Latter, of King, Canada, has half 
a dozen white Brahma hens that laid one 
thousand and fifty eggs, hatched and raised 
three broods ot chickens, from Janu­ 
ary 13, 1877, to January 13,1876. 
Mr. N. ii. iv re us.*, of Montrose, low?, 
should be known as the “great Western 
<falter,” tor it is said he tbu* changed the 
variety of fruit last winter on 200,000 ap­ 
ple-trees 15,000 cherry-trees and 10,000 
plumb-iree8. 
There are one hundred and twenty five 
species ol grass known to the native in 
Maine, and it is thought a survey would 
discover half as many more. Fifty kinds 
have a high agricultural value. The grata 
rop of the State is said to be worth $42,- 
000,000 annually. 
Lord Dunmore has been offered $52,500 
tor the two-year-old short-horn heifer, the 
daughter of Duchess ninety-seventh, by 
*»xth Duke of Geneva. This extraordinary 
offer is conditional upon the coming calf of 
the heifer to be purchased being abye ani 
a heifer. 
The exportation of no manufactured pro* 
duct of the farm has increased of fate years 
■lo rapidly as that of cheese. 
In 1860 bul 
15,515,799 pounds were sent abroad, while 
■•st year the quantity thus finding a mar­ 
ket had increased to 107,364.606 pounds, a 
decidedly gratifying exhibit. 
The prospects la all parts of the country 
are that the crops this year will be uousu 
ally large. Already large areas have bceu 
sown to grains In tne northwest, and in­ 
creased acreage broken. 
More grass and less grain, more con­ 
densing of food on the larm, should be the 
motto now. The p!an of putting more of 
our idle acres into grass and of raising 
more live stock of a better quality, will be 
t step in the right direction.' 
The largest farm in the United States is 
-said to belong to Messrs Miller & Lux, in 
California, who own 700,000 acres, an area 
nearly as large as the blate of Rhode Is- 
and. There is one section of 400,0 JO acres 
about eleven miles wide and sixty long, 
well supplied with farm-houses, I tarns, im­ 
proved machinery, etc. 
These “farmers” 
•WD about 80,000 head of cattle and im­ 
mense numbers of sheep and other stock. 
Make up your mind what you intend to 
do. bit down and count the cost. Do not 
undertake more than you can perform. It 
is unwise to commence work that you 
are not able to finish in due season. 
Many a farmer loses more by getting be­ 
hindhand witfi 
his spring work than 
would buy another team, aud has, at any 
ate, been more than would pay tile 
wages of a man for a year. This once in 
»ur own experience. Have you not fouud 
so ? 
The annual yield of potatoes in the Unit* 
ed States, according to the returns of the 
ast census, was nearly 150,000.000 bushels. 
a view ot the increasing attention lately 
given to this crop it will doubtless show at 
the close of the present decade a large in­ 
crease in the amount of the yield, as well 
<*a in the number and improvement of va­ 
rieties. lo fact, it may safely be assumed 
that, in spite of the fears of many in re­ 
gard to the ravages ct the beetle, this crop 
will still 6bow a yield at the next census of 
over 200,000.000,

Preparing for Early Plants. 
The season is now at hand when almost 
every housewife will have a box of plants 
fi r early vegetables on her window, but 
which must be turned around every lew 
days, to keep them trom leaning at sharp 
angel toward the light. We have tried a 
simple remedy to avoid the trouble of 
turning the box. liaise the inside of the 
box so as to briog it to an angle of about 
thirty-five degrees, and the plant will stand 
perpendicular to the earth in the box. Of 
course, when watering them, the box 
should be let down level, and when well 
watered, give the leaning position again. 
In early cabbages and tomatoes there can 
be several weeks gained by proper care 
with such plants. On cold nights they 
should be set away lrom the windows. Al­ 
ways use lukewarm water to water the 
plants, and ram water at that.
